SENATE. CROWDED ‘wITH 
PEOPLE AND DIPLOMATS. 


Royalist Prisoners Come into Court 
Dressed Like Fashion Plates—Wit- 
menses, Locked in Separate Room, 

, Like a Lot of Schoolboys— 
Deroulede Rides in the “Salade 
Basket "—Opening ‘Move in Relis- 
fous War.

Paris, Nov. 9.—That section of Paris occu- 


in a state of siege today. Troops were post- 
ed everywhere, and the palace was strongly 
guarded by lines of soldiers to ibe any 
manifestations.

They took 
seats in the inclosure to the left of the Presi- 
dent's tribune, the doors of wae were shut 
and guarded by soldiers.

After the act of accusation the public was 
dismissed and the Senate deliberated in 
secret council as to whether members absent 
from the first meeting could sit in the court 
and vote on the final judgment #t the trial.

Berlin, Nov. 9.—The Samoa settlement con- 
tinues the subject of uppermost interest here 
and the papers are filled with articles there-. 

The acquisi- 
tion of the islands is enthusiastically com- 
mented upon as the removal of all cause for 
future misunderstandings between the three 
countries, which gives great satisfaction. 

Germany's position in the matter is point- 
ed to as a renewed proof of the love of 
peace, and when Germany’s honor was at 
stake the national sentiment was all enlist- 
ed to preserve for Germany the soil bathed 
in German blood.

' Chudzynski admits having tried to set fire 
to the rope, but says he wasted two matches 
and didn’t get it lighted. When he saw 
Shinder again the rope was ablaze. 

'“T don’t know who put the rope on,” he 
said. “ They took us because we were work- 
ing with Shinder. All the men are in for 
such a joke. The boys often put a rope on 
Shorty Guy when ‘he goés to sleep while test- 


ing pipes. They light it and he wakes up 


quick. The rope is greasy and smells like 
resin or tar when it burns. I was there six 
weeks before they put it on me.”’ 
Shinder was not aware that the rope was 
attached to his clothes, and the first he knew 
of it was when flames were all around him. 
He was so frightened that he ran into the 
main room where 100 men were at work. 
Otto Sneider, foreman in that room, helped 
tear the clothes from him. Becker and Chud- 
zynski were called, and he identified them as 
the boys who jhad set the fire. The boys 
were discharged and allowed to go home. 
When it was found at the hospital that 
Shinder’s burns were serious the two boys 
were arrested. Chudzynski lives at 8&7 
Cleaver street and Becker at 25 Tell place. 
Shinder is a young Pole, 22 years old, but 
rauch smaller than the boys who set fire to 
his clothing. He lives at 104 West Chicago 
avenue. He is burned all over his body 
fror’ the shoulders to the knees.

Delivers an Address at Annual Meeting 
of West Side District, Bureau of — 


_ he annual meeting of the West Side Dis- 
trict, Bureau of Associated Charities, was 
held at Lewis Institute, Madison and Robey 
Streets, last evening. Charles Frederick 
Weller, superintendent of the West Side dis- 
trict, presented a report of the work done by 
that district during the last fiscal year. He 
showed that from Sept. 1, 1898, to Sept. 1, 
1800, 2,895 families had received attention. 

The total expenses of the bureau for 1890 
amounted to $3,404, of which the people of 
Oak Park, La Grange, and Austin gave a 
large part. 

Dr. Washington Gladden of Columbus ad- 
dressed the meeting on “The Cure of 
Penury.” 

“ Penury is abject poverty, a condition of 
willing dependence,” said Dr. Gladden. “It 
is a disease of society. Society is a living 
organism, presided over by intelligence and 
will, and its parts are vitally related to one 
another. As we apply remedies to the body 
when it is , 8o the intelligence and 
will of society toust use’ remedies to free 
itself of the dfs of penury. Severe rem- 
édies are sometimes necessary—even the 
knife. So the intelligence must sometimes 
use heroic remedies. 

“ The best means of curing disease, how- 
ever, is not always the severest but some- 
times tle most radical. Many diseased are 
best treated by increasing the vitality of the 
patient and flooding the diseased parts with 
new life. In the case of society, this is done 
by bringing the vigorous into contact with 
the abject—by the meeting of healthful and 
hopeful persons with those who are without 
hope. This is the radical cure, going to the 
root of the matter.”

“Othniel C..Marsh was induced to execute 
the pretended will by reason of undue influ- 
ence, exerted and set in motion by Yale 
University, its officers and agents. 

** ‘These persons, for the purpose of obtain- 
ing all of Othneil C. Marsh's property, on or 
about Jan. 1, 1899, induced him to convey to 
the university, without consideration, a large 
amount of personal property and scientilic 


‘collections, valued by said Othneil C. Marsh 
‘at $1,000,000. 


* The university, in pursuance of its under- 
taking to obtain the entiré property of Marsh 
and to deprive Marsh’s lawful heirs of their 
just rights, induced him to give his time, 
labor, amd money to and for the benefit of the 
university for many years without any re- 
ward, salary, or compensewtion therefor, and 


Marsh, expended large sums of money for | 


many years, and thereby impoverished him- 
self and became deeply indebted. 

“The university, instead of paying Marsh 
a reasonable compensation for his time, 
labor, and expenditures, lent him $30,000, 
and compelled him to secure this eum by a 
mortgage upon his real estate in New Haven. 

“ Marsh for many years prior to his death 
was engaged in deep study, search, and in- 
vestigation of the remains of prehistoric ani- 
mais and reptiles. He spent almost his en- 
tire time and large sums of money in this 
work, and in such investigations he visited 
many paris of the world, and especially un- 
inhabited parts of the United States, and 
was exposed to many hardships and dangers.

The 
crude political economy of the persons in- 
éhs led them to the 
conclusion. that halving the day’s “ stint” 
of plumbers and other wage-workers needs 
must double the number of men for whose 
sérvices there was a demand and thus 
give employment to all the men belonging 
to the unions, ‘This is what would hare 
happened had wages been cut down in 
the same ratio as the productivity of the 
men. That, however, the unions never have 
proposed to do; and never will, 

The result of this blundering attempt 
to give employment to more men has been 
to decrease the number who have had 
work this year, and if persisted in will 
cut down the number who wil! have some- 
thing to do next year. The prospects now 
are that the building season of 1900 will 
be one of unexampled dutiness. The ac- 
tion of the contractors in resolving that 
there shall be a tie-up of building opera- 
tions on Jan, 1 unless the offensive tnion 
rules are repealed—action which is in- 
dorsed by the architects—cannot safely be 
ignored by. the ruling spirits of the build- 
ing trades utiions, 

It the wnions could be relied on to live 
up to: agreements made by them the only 
parties to labor controversies would be 
the unions and the capitalists, the latter 
being the meh who have from a thousand 
to a million dollars which they are in- 
clined to use in the construction of build- 
ings. The effect of rnies which reduce by 
one-half the work done for each dollar 
of wages is to increase the cost of build- 
ing. If the capitalist concludes that in 
spite of the increased cost it will pay him 


1 to build he will do so, and under ordinary 


circumstances he. will find contractors who 
will make bids on his work. For it is 
nothing te the contractor what labor costs. 
If it is higher when he makes his bid 
than it was a year before he makes a higher 
bid. 

But the contractor cannot with safety 
bind himself to put up a building for a 
sum whén there is no certainty that 
a labor union may not repudiate sudden- 
a wage scale it had agreed to main: 
tain for a definite time. The contractor, 
mot the capitalist, has to shoulder unfore- 
séen aflditions to the cost of construction. 
When contractors made bids this year 
they did so relying on a two years’ agree- 
‘Ment with the Journeymen Plumbers’ 
which had been entered into two 
a half months before, The union rule 
cutting down the day’s labor one-half, while 
leaving the day’s wage unchanged, vg 


for other unions may violate their agfee- 


contractors. 
‘The effect which the increased cost of’ 
building, due to the objectionable rules 
of the unions, will have on the capitalists 
will be eonsiderable, though it cannot be 
measured accurately. The effect will be 
regulated by the demand for new build- 
ings, But the effect on contractors of 
the apparent determination of the unions 
not to be bound by contracts can be fig- 
ured out-with ease, It becomes impossi- 
ble for thenr to undertake a job unless the 
Capitalist will agree to bear the cost of 
union bad faith. That he will be disin- 
clined to do. He wants to know at the 
outset what his building is to cost him: 
The unions which have adopted these 
rules defining and restricting a day's labor 
should repeal them. Otherwise there will 
be little work for their members next year. 
There is no urgent need of new buildings 
in Chicago fer a twelvemonth. The union

» PROTECTING NON-UNION MEN. 

It is announced officially that a com- 
mittee of the Federation of Labor is prepar- 
ing a petition to the City Council “ to regu- 
late police protection accorded to non-union 
men.” They do not get much protec- 
tion now, but the walking delegates wish 
to take from them what they have, so. 
they may be altogether at the mercy of 
the union men, : 

It is in the power of the unions to put 
an-end at army moment to thé’ police pro- 
tection of non-unionists. That can be done 
by letting the latter alone. If, when men 


‘who do not choose to join unions get work, 


no squads of earnest unionists are sent 
to drive them from their work or to way- 
lay them as they ate going home, there 
will be no appeals to the police for as- 
sistance. If the persons in whose behalf 
4he Federation of Labor is going to peti- 
tion the Oouncil will abstain from break- 
ing the law by insisting on carrying on 
private war there will be no need of police 
protection, 

But if men who are busied in earning 
their living peacefully and lawfully are 
molested by others—even if they are molest- 
ed because they do not belong to a union 
—it is the duty of the authorities to pro- 
tect those men though it takes the whole 
police force to do it. For a working man 
forfeits none of his rights as a citizen by 
refusing to enter the ranks of “ organized 
labor.” When this petition of the Federa- 
tion of Labor is presented it will be re- 
ferred to the ©orporation Counsel. As 
he is a lawyer he will have to report that 
if the protection given by the police to 
non-union men is to be regulated, that 


given by the police to all other law-abiding 


citizens must, be regulated after the same 
fashion. If a policeman sees a citizen sur- 
rounded by roughs or pickpockets he must 


| be requited to regulate the degree of pro- 


tection he gives the former, If non-union- 
ists are not to be protected at all, then 
protection must be extended to nobody. 
Men must be permitted to arm and defend 
themselves. | 

The Aldermen may pass such an ordi- 
nance as the labor men want. That will 
put the Mayor in a tight place. He will 
dislike to antagonize “organized labor.” 
But he will dislike to antagonize the rest 
of the community, which outnumbers “ or- 
ganized labor,” and to sign a measure which 
he knows to be illegal. He will have to 
veto’ it and disobey it if passed over a 
veto or degenerate into a labor union 
demagogue. 


BUY A LOT FOR SPRAGUE-WARNER, 

It is proper that Sprague, Warner & Co. 
should conduct business in Chicago. It is 
unfortunate, however, that this involves 
obstructing traffic between the North and 
It is also un- 
fortunate that Sprague, Warner & Co, are 
not willing’ to purchase a location where 
they can do business without interfering 
with the business of every one else. In this 
emergency would it not be economical for 
the city to buy a lot for this firm rather 
than permit the present state of things to 
continue? It is well known that there must: 
be some new medium of communication 
between the North and South Divisions. 
This is needed mainly because of the ob-. 
struction caused by Sprague, Warner & 
Co.’s business, A viaduct, it is estimated, 
will cost $700,000 and a subway $7,000,000, 
but if these obstructions were removed and 
premises: were obtained at the public ex- 
pense for 8., W. & Co., which they will not 
get for themselves, there would be no need 
of either viaduct or subway. If, there- 
fore, the city would make an appropriation 
in some way of about $700,000 for the relief 
of Sprague, Warner & Co., and buy addi- 
tional reom for them or purchase a location 
elsewhere, why would it not be good econo- 
my? Of course it would be difficult to raise 
so much money when the city is hard 
pressed financially, but Sprague, Warner 
& Co. are publie-spirited citizens, and per- 
haps would advance the money if the city 
would guarantee the bonds and pay inter- 
est on them to the house. If they are will- 
ing to do this they could secure a commo- 
dious and convenient place for doing busi- 
ness at the public expense, without obstruct- 
ing’ traffic, and then there would be no need 
to build a viaduct or bore a tunnel. Now 
they are doing business at the public ex- 
pense and also obstructing traffic. Some- 
thing must be done for Sprague, Warner & 
Co. If they can do nothing for themselves | 
the public will have to doitforthem. Why 
not do it now? :

| “THE PUTRID CITY.” 

‘It must be the purpose of the Health de- 
partment to attach to Chicago conclusively, 
unalterably, and deservedly the name of 
the Putrid City, In spite of all remon- 
strances the nauseous and sickening smells 
emitted nightly from the rendering estab- 
lishments at the Stock-Yards are allowed to 
continue. Night after night these odious 
stenches are permitted to pollute the air 
and to murder sleep for hundreds of thou- 
sands of Chicagoans. The perpetrators of 
this egregious public nuisance are known. 
These vile and poisonous’ oders can be 
emitted only with the knowledge and con: 
-nivance of the subordinates of the Health 
department. This connivance is either due 
to cynical indifference to the public comfort 
and to the discharge of duty or it is due 
to the subsidizing of inspectors or other 
health officials. 

It is the people’s due that the ‘municipal 
administration should explain how long this 
abomination is té continue—how long it is 
going to retain in office the present incom- 
petent, untrustworthy, inefficient head of 
the Health department. The existing state 
of affairs is intolerable. When a city that 
stands between a lake and a prairie cannot 
get pure air to breathe at night it is time to 
look after the rottenness, and the place to 
look is in the recreant Health department. 
How long are a few unscrupulous glue and 


a whole city every night for their private 
profit? How long is the Mayor going to 
tolerate the official dereliction that makes 
these ineffable stenches a municipal fixture? 

The health of the community is constantly 
endangered by these Stock-Yards odors, 
and the city’s material interests are suffer- 
ing because of them. They make a large 
part of Chicago uninhabitable by night and 
unfit for residence purposes the year 
around. People are driven away and have 
to seek homes in other parts of the city or 
in the suburbs. Property is depreciated to 
an extent that throws into insignificance 
the total value of all the miserable establish- 
ments that are inflicting this outrage upon 
the public. The city government cannot de- 
vise a more effective means of keeping down 
the number of residents than by maintain- 
ing the present standard of nightly putridi- 
ty. It is an abomination warranted to drive 
away those it does not kill. These intolera- 
ble stenches must be stopped. 


WANTED—A BUREAU OF RETICENCE. 
There is nothing more remarkable in the 
| administration of the army and navy than 
the amazing inability of officials to keep 
their mouths shut. The retailing of gosaip, 
and scandal as well, and the public criticism 
of officers and of superiors is something un- 
precedented in the military annals of this or 
any other country. The latest Mustration 
of this is contained in the unbecoming and 
astonishing report of Admiral Crownin- 
shield, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
to the Secretary of the Navy, in which a 
thinly disguised attack was made upon Ad- 
mirals Dewey and Schiey and upon Con- 


gress. 
| It does not He with Admiral Crownin- 
_Bhield to exp opinions as to Congress 
or as to other officers or to criticise his su- 
periors in rank, It was glaringly indiscreet 
for him to place upon record his dictum 
as to whether things have been dene wel! 
or otherwise, aud his action deserves a 
ging rebuke. This, however, can hardly 
expected, as it cannot be assumed that 
his report was made public before being 
submitted to the Secretary of the Navy. 
It probably was sent out with his approval. 
Even if Secretary Lomg shall fail to rep- 
rimand him Congress will not fail to take 
cognizance of his extraordinary conduct 
and express its marked displeasure in some 
way. It is a pretty state of affairs when 
bureau officials begin to rebuke the legisla- 
tive department, and one which is calculat- 
ed to provoke the contempt of army and 
navy officials everywhere, as it did in the 
case of Sampson’s strictures against Shaf- 
ter. There ought to be a dark room im the 
Naval Academy where cadets can be taken 
and instructed how to be silent in seven lan- 
guages, as was said of Von Moltke, and 
where it can be impressed upon them that 
the Navy department is not a village gos- 
sip club nor a school for scandal. From the 
time of the miserable business of Hobson’s 
kiss to the Crowninshield report there hag 
been a succession of mortifying, disagree- 
able, and sometimes disgusting scandals 
growing out of the itch for talking, gossip- 
ing, and eriticismg which seems to have 
seized upon the Navy department. If tlhe 
administration has any regard for the effi- 
ciency of the navy and for the preserva- 
tion of its discipline and corps d’esprit it 
will find some means to put a stap to this 
wretched business and to notify officials 
that they have been appointed to work, not 
to talk, and that under no circumstances is 
criticism of army officers or of superiors in 
their own department to be permitted. 
‘What the Navy department needs most is 
a Bureau of Reticence. !

tion abroad, and particularly ts England, 
cannot fail to be henceforth 


chess, yet she could 
be received everywhere on the game basis 
as the morganatic consorts of royalty. 

It was on this understanding that during 
the last London season she was not merely 
invited to the last court baw at Buckingham 
Palace that took place before the death of 
the Czarowitz placed in mourning the 
reigning families of Russia and of Great 
Britain, but was actually conceded a place 
in the royal procession along with Prince 
Louis, Battenberg, Count Gleichen, and 
other morganatic kinsfolk of Queen Victoria 
hailing from Germany. The Russian im- 
perial family was so deeply absorbed by its 
grief and by the various difficult questions 
of succession, etc., arising tm connection with 
the tragically sudden death of the Czuarowitz 
that the matter escaped its attention, while 
the subsequent invitation of the Countess by 
Lord Salisbury to Hatfiel€ House to meet a 
party of the British royal family was regard- 
ed as partaking more of a private than an 
official entertainment. 


The true circumstances of the case were 
not made known in England until the recent 
visit of the Czar’s younger brother and heir 
to Queen Victoria at Balmoral. During his 
stay at Balmoral the Queen, happening to 
learn that the Grand Duke Michael and 
Countess Torby were stopping with Lord 
Glenesk at Glenmuik, close by, invited them 
to dinner, along with Lord Glenesk, the pro- 
prietor and editor of the London Morning 
Post, who is an old friend of the Queen. On 
varning this the Russian heir apparent at 
once asked the Queen’s permission to spend 
a few days at Mar Lodge with the Duke and 
Duchess of Fife, owing to his inability to 
meet the Countess Torby, and at the same 
time notified both his brother, the Czar, and 
his mother, the widowed Czarina, of what he 
had done. 

Both the Emperor and the Dowager Em- 
press at once communicated with the Queen, 
protesting against her receiving the Countess 
Torby on the ground that, according to Rus- 
sian law, she was not the wife of the Grand 
Duke and that her children were, according 
to the Muscovite code, illegitimate. Mem- 
bers of the reigning house of Russia, like 
those of the reigning houses of Great Britain, 
of Austria, and of , cannot contract 
a legal marriage without the consent of the 
monarch, both in his quality as sovereign 
and as head of the family. Now, the con- 
sent of the Russian crown has never been 
given to the Grand Duke’s marriage with 
Countess Torby and she is, therefore, in the 
eyes of Russian law not even his morganatic 
wife, but merely a lady in a questionable 
and equivocal position. . 

The action, therefore, of Queen Victoria in 
receiving the Countess Torby at Balmoral 
and in permitting her to attend court balls, 
and even to have a place in the royal pro- 
cession, is exactly the same as if the Em- 
peror of Russia were to have received at 


the court of St. Petersburg, as a member of. 


the Bnglish reigning families, Miss Fair- 
weather, the actress. who went through life 
under the name of Mrs. Fitegeorge, as the 
de facto though not de jure wife of the old 
Duke of Cambridge, who had married her 
while a young officer at Dublin, without the 
consent of the Queen, the union being, there- 
fore, invalid in the eyes of the English law. -

Henceforth the lot of Countess Torby 
will, therefore, be an exceedingly unpleasant 
ene. The action of the Czar and of the 
Empress mother practically has the effect 
of closing against no? merely the gates 
of every foreign court but even the doors of 
all foreign embassies, as well as the houses 
of court dignitaries and statesmen who hap- 
pen to bein office. She will be debarred from 
attending any entertainment at which 
women of the royal family are present, and 
will not even be accorded the sort of semi- 
recognition conceded to morganatic’ wives. 
In fact, she becomes im every sense of the 
word a declassée, a position all the more 
painful as she is already by her birth ille- 
gitimate. 
For she is‘a daughter of the royal Prince 
Nicholas of Nassau and of a Russian woman 
of the name of Mme. Doubelt, and made her 
appearance in the world long before the 
Prince had been able to secure even the ec- 
chestastical to his relations with 
Mme. Dobelt by a morganatic marriage cere- 
mony in Germany. Mme. Doubelt’s first 
husband, General Dowbelt, wea for long 
years the chief of the imperial police at St. 
Petersburg and a particular favorite as well 
as @ most trusted retainer of the imperial 
family. Mme. Doubelt, who now, as the 
morganatic wife of Prince Nicholas of Nas- 
sau, bears the German title of a Countess of 
Merenberg, is the youngest daughter of Mme. 
Pushkin, wife of Ruséia’s most celebrated 
and most brilliant poet. In fact, it was the 
birth of this youngest child of Mme, Pushkin 
which led her celebrated husband to fight 
that sensational duel with his brother-in- 
law, Baron Heeckeren, which ended in his 
j 
Lord Newborough, who has just returned 
to England aftér a two years’ trip around 
the world on board his fine steam yacht 
Fedora, which he purchased from Lord 
Charlies Beresford’s unfortunate brother, 
the late Marquis of Waterford, shortly be- 
fore the Marquis committed suicide, is de- 
clared by the most eminent genealogists of 
the present century, including Sir Barnard 
Burke, to have far more Bourbon blood in his 
veins than the Duke of Orleans or ary mem- 
ber now living of the Orleans family. That 


King Louis Philipppe were traveling in Italy 
im 1783 under the name of the Count and 
Countess de Joinville, 

Arriving at Florence, the Countess gave 
birth te a girl, who was entered upon the 
local parish register as the female child of 
the Count and Countess de Joinville. The 
Duchess of Orleans, as well as hér husband, 
was terribly disappointed at the sex of the 
child, and bearning that the wife of the war- 
den of the Florence prison, Chiappini by 
name, had just been confined of a fine healthy 
boy, induced the parents of the latter, 
by means of a large bribe, to consent to an 
exchange of children. . 

The jailer’s son, Chiappini, therefore, grew 
up to consider the regicide Duke of Orleans 
and the Duchess as his parents, and event- 
ually ascended the throne of France as King 
Louls Philippe, while the authentic child of 
the Duke and Duchess was taught to be- 
tieve that she was the daughter of the 
Chiappinis. She grew up to be a beautiful 
girl, figured for a time under the name of 
Marie Stella Chiappini as leading danseuse 
of the opera at Florence, and finally became 
the wife of the first Lord Newborough, the 
present peer of that name being her great~- 
grandson, who prefers the established posi- 
tion of a wealthy peer of the British realm 
to the doubtful staitus of an Orleans Prince.

FORECLOSURE OF CHICAGO amp 
GRAND TRUNK IS PLANNED. 


Only Way of Raising Needed Money to 
Improve the Property—East-Bound 
Commodity Rates to Be Withdraws 
—Reduced Fares Granted — Illinois 
Central Earnings Reported—Qaar- 
antine Regulations in Florida and 

Alabama Withdrawn for Winter. 


The Chicago and Grand Trunk railway, 
now operated as an integral part of the 
Grand Trunk of Canada, and which affords 
this company an outlet from Port Huron to 
Chicago, is to undergo foreclosure 
ings. This action was decided upon at the 
annual meeting of the Grand Trunk recent- 
ly held in London. The object is to raise the 
means necessary to double-track the road 
from Chicago to Port Huron, to reduce its 
grades, and increase and improve its equip- 
ment. 

The plan of reorganization, among other 
things, sets forth that the present capital 
of the company consists of $5,437,000 in first 
mortgage 6 per cent bonds, due on Jan. 1, 
1900; $563,000 in 6 per cent Northwestern 
Grand Trunk bonds, maturing next year; a 
like sum of second mortgage 5 per cent 
bonds, due in 1922; and $6,000,000 of common 
stock. The further capital 
estimated at $4,000,000. 

The company re to be unable, with- 
out the colperation of the bondholders, to 
make provision for these requirements and 
for meeting the first mortgage bonds fal | 
due on Janv 1, inasmuch as the conditions o 
the second mortgage prohibit the issue 
bonds in excese of the existing first mort- 
gage of $6,000,000. Therefore, the directors 
say, there appears to be no alternative but to 
foreclose the first mortgage on Jan. 1, 
and reorganize the capital 

The reorganization is proposed on the fol- 
lowing basis: The creation of $15,000,000 
frst mortgage fifty-year gold bonds, of 
which $563,000 would be reserved for ex-. 
changing at par ten years from now; the 
Northwestern bonds, $5,437,000, to be iseued, 
bond for bond, to the existing first mortgage 
bondholders; and the balance of $4,500,000 to 
be issued to the second mortgage bondhold- 
ers at the rate of $750 for each $1,000 held. 
This would leave $4,500,000 to be issued for 
capital purposes. 

East-Bound Rates to Be Raised. 


Rates on commodities between Chicago and 
Eastern points will be advanced from 10 to 
25 per cent on Jan. 1 next. This action was 
decided upon at a meeting of the gen 
traffic officials of the Central Freight asso- 
ciation lines in this city. No direct advance 
will be made, but the same object is secured: 
by knocking out all commodity rates and 
placing articles taking those rates in regu- 
lar classification. More than one-half of the’ 
freight t c of the Eastern roads will be 
affected this action. 


Home-Seekers’ Rates to Continue. 


The Central Passenger association at its 
meeting during the day agreed to make 
homeseekers’ rates to points In the South 
and Southeast until next spring. A majority 
of the roads were in favor of discontinuing 
these rates, but some of the lines refused to 
withdraw them as long as the Illinois Cen- 
tral was keeping them in effect. It wasalso 
agreed to make a rate of one fare plus $2 for 
the round trip for the neral Conference 
of the Methodist Epi Church, to. be 
held in this city next May. The new style 
of clergy certificate was adopted. 

At a meeting of Gen 1 Passenger Agents 
of Illinois roads a rate of one cent a mile was 
agreed on to Chattanooga and return on ac- 
count of the dedication of the Illinois eee 
ment on Nov. 23.
